To add to the decided discomforts of 


the region the coast is so dry that bor- 
ings have beeu made as deep as 1.000 
feet without striking water. There is 
not a drop to be bad except far in the 
interior, -and the condition of water car- 
ried for any distance iu such heat as this 
may be imagined. Yet the natives never 
lack for water that is not merely fresh, 
but actually cool. And they get it in a 
way that is wonderful. 
They get it by 


diving into the sea for it. 


Many years ago pearl lishers who dived 


into the waters off the shores of these is- 
lands for pearls, which are 
plentiful 


there, discovered that immense springs 
spouted from the bottom of the sea. Ac- 
cidentally they found that these springs 
were of sweet water. Ever since then a 
regular inrhi^try, perhaps one ot the 
strangest industries in the world, baa 
been that of diving for fresh water. 


The divers go out every morning. They 


take with-them goatskins, and, weighted 
with stone* to insure a swift descent, 
they plunge into the depths. At the bot- 
tom they hold the' months of the skins 
over a spring and as soon as it is filled 
tie it up swiftly and ascend. The skinn 
are hanled up with lines. 


As theie are 75.0011 persons in that 


barren group of islands, the industry ot 
diving for fresh water is a large one. 
and the divers get^rich. The water is 
about 20 degrees cooler than is the at- 
mosphere oa land, so it is a boon to the 
suffering population, aud the lucky diveis 
v> ho get to land first are certain of high 
prices. 
In fact, the fresher the water 


is the more the diver earns, and as the 
submarine springs are only a mile away 
from shore the water hardly gets time 
to lose any of Its grateful temperature 
before it is landed, if one can sa; that 
water is "landed.'1

and improvement of public roads all ap- 
peal strongly for, the appropriation ot 
money, and more than $3,000,000 could 
be judiciously spent. 


"The committee thought it wise and en- 


tirely just, without going into tiny com- 
prehensive taxing 
FiBtein, that some 


measure should _be provided for supplying 
the island with *some portion of the reve- 
nue so obviously needed. 
It seemed to 


it that ono method of providing a part 
of the revenue was through the customs 
office. 


Simply a Kcveune Duty. 


"It recommends, therefore, a reduction 


in the existing tariff duties of S5 per 
cent, leaving in operation .1 duty of 15 
per cent. The committee did not regard 
this as protective, but purely and simply 
a revenue duty. 
The amount to 1m col- 


lected nt this rate is to ho turned over to 
the Porto Ricnn treasury for the support 
of the insular government." 


Adverting to the provisions of the pend- 


ing bill, Mr. Fairbanks said: "The state- 
ment has been frequently made thnt the 
duties were modified and imposed ;it the 
dictation of the sugar and tobacco trusts. 
Those on the opposite side of the cham- 
ber havo frequently referred to the ac- 
tion of the committee as having been in- 
spired by some mysterious, occult influ- 
ence for :m obvious purpose. 


"Let us briefly analyze the situation. 


The interest" of tho trusts—it" interest 
they have—is limited to the two articles— 
sugar nnd tobacco—which are exported 
to tho United States. 


"Tho sugar trust, ;is we are advised, is 


interested chiefly, if. not exelusiveJy, in 
the refining of sugar. 
Is it therefore 


interested in the question :is to whether 
raw sugar purchased in Porto Uico shall 
be admitted into tbo United States free 
or with n tariff of ID per cent of the 
Dintcley rates imposed upon it? 


"The least observant miml must per- 


ceive that it is interested in the absolute 
five admission of raw sugar nnd thnt it 
is in the very nature of thines opposed to 
the imposition of any duty whatever. 
It 


is inconceivable that it would advocate 
the imposition of u duty upon its raw 
product, so us to increase the pi ice there- 
of to itself, unless we attribute to it less 
snpncity than it is supposed to possess. 


"What is said with respect to the sugar 


trust applies with equal force to the to- 
luieco trust. It is interested, if at all, in 
the absolute free admission of tobacco.''

Iho ugliuttt stork* in the world are found 


i in southern Asia nnd central Africa. 
Their ileab colored beadsare only partially 
covered with stiff, wiry feathers, and 
hani-jn>; on tbe breast they bear a disgust- 
ing pouch, which answers the purpose of 
A crop. One of tbe largest of these storks j 
is the marabou. It stalks about the great 
! 


tnndy plains of central Africa with a com- 
posure and lordly grandeur, as if it vuro 
tbe most beautiful bird in Uia world. 
Its 


body feathers-arb of a dull metallic green 
colur and iu wingb and tail aro dingy 
iil.-ick. l^ooking at tba awkward creature, 
no iinc would suspect that under its uu- 
Kaiuiy wiuics it carried the must exqui&ito 
and fairy lite little plumes, so airy that il 
uikcs basketfuls of them to weigh an 
oun^o. They are pure white, and su much 
desired for trimming that The bird is tig- 
orously hunted by the natives, who sell 
these dainty feathers to traders for a very 
lar^e price. 


Hunting tbe marabou is attended with 


great difficulty, as the bird possesses won- 
derful cunning, and often contrives to 
outwit the most skillful hunter. With 
laughable dignity U measures tho ground 
between itself and its pursuer and takes 
very good care not to exhaust itself by too 
rapid flight. If the bunter moves slowly, 
the bird ac o»co adopts an equally easy 
pace, but if tbe hunter quickens his steps, 
the bird is off like an arrow. It is very 
difficult; to get within gun range of this 
calculating creature, but tho natives adopt 
a novel means of capturing it, which tho 
bird, with all its astuteness, is unable to 
comprehend and falls an easy victim. A 
tempting morsel'of meat is tied to the end 
of a long stout cord, which tbe skillful 
bunter flings to a great distance, as be 
would a lasso, tbe bait falling as near the 
Boeing bird as he can aim it. He then 
Conceals himself hastily behind a bush or 
crouches low on the sand. The marabou, 
which always keeps its eye on the hunter, 
ieeing hlni vanish, quiutly stops and de- 
vours the bait, when it is easily secured by 
Hie bunter, who runs toward it, coiling 
the rope, as he goes. 
< 


The marabou feeds on carrion, like tho 


vulture. Its throat is very large, and it 
will greedily eat everything that comes in 
its way. 
In the swamps and plains 


uround Khartum on the Kile aro im- 
mense! flocks of marabous, and they are so 
Uaring as to come to tho slaughter houses 
no. the outskirts of the city in search of 
food, and whole ox ears and shin bouea 
wkb hoof attached have been found in the 
crops of specimens which have been killed. 


This bird is a very skillful fisher. It 


tspunts the low, marshy islands in the riv- 
sys and lakes of central Africa, with ele 
jiyants, monkeys, flamingoes nnd many 
fnrieties of birds for its companions, and 
fuins its principal food from the water. 
They often go in companies of 10 to 13 to 
lish. Wading in the water, the birds form a 
circle, which -they gradually draw togeth- 
er, gathering the frightened fish iu th« 
center of the net, when with their long 
bills and quick movements they speedily 
provide themselves with a hearty meal. 


Although marabou mammas have, been 


seen proudly parading round with a 
brood of diminutive downy young onos 
so shy and retiring is this bird in its do- 
mestic habits that naturalists have been 
unable to determine when and how 
builds its nest. Tbe natives assert that il 
nests in high trons, but their statement is 
not confirmed. 


In captivity the marabou is lord of the 


Lnclosaro, . iiud in 'zoological gardens 
where specimens have been confined, no 
other birds, ncr even small beasts, dare 
approach the feeding trough until the lum- 
ger of this impudent bird is satisfied nnd 
it has retired to the warmest corner for a 
nap. The immense strength of its bill 
makes it a formidable enemy, and when 
fighting for food it will often overcome 
the largest vultures, and wage successful 
battles with beasts of prey. 


The hyena inhabits the same portions of 


Asia and Africa as the marabou, and 
travelers give accounts of terrible con- 
tests between these two singular members 
of the animal kingdom. The hyena is 
called the vulture among beasts, as it pre- 
fers carrion for its food, and as long as it) 
can find dead animals to devour it leaves 
tho flocks and herds in peace. Cowardly 
by nature, it rarely attacks man or beast 
unless driven to desperatio'n by hxinger. 


The striped hyena inhabits the northern 


latitudes of Africa, Persia and Syria, while 
the spotted species, which is easily tamed, 
and is sometimes called hyena dog, ia 
found in large numbers in tbe vast plains 
of South Africa. 


Tito hyeua is a strango looking beast 


It has a big head and a boavy, shaggy 
inano. The hind port of its Tiody is much 
lower than its shoulders and its hind legs 
aro short. This odd formation gives it an 
awkward, shambling manner of walking, 
which is both ludicrous and hideous. 


This creature rarely shows itself by day, 


but when the shadows of nightfall on tho 
plains urd forests it comes out from its 
homo among the rocks and oaverus in 
search of food. African travelers ore much 
annoyed by it. When the camp is silent 
and all are sleeping, the hyena comes 
prowling round, uttering hoarse human 
cries, and should it fail to find sufficient 
camp refuse to satisfy its hunger, some 
poor donkey is sure to be torn in pieces by 
its terribly st.-ong jaws. 


Few auhuaJs have been the subject of 


so much superstition. In ancient time* 
it was believed that u dog went mad if » 
hyena turned its evil eye upon it, and the 
beast was believed by many to be a wicked 
sorcerer, who went about in human form 
by day and at night assumed the shape 01' 
a hyena. Tho poor and ignorant peasant 
ry of Arabia, oven at the present day, bo 
Hove in the ovll eye of this boast and are 
afraid to shoot it lest they should incur 
tho wrath of tho winked spirit which they 
Imagine walks tho earth in thin ugly form. 


Thre poor hyena, however, far from bo- 


ing an ovil spirit, is a real blessing to the 
rogioiiM it inhabits, a« it is a natural suav- 
ftiigor, provided by the kind wisdom of 
nut tiro to clonr tho ground of much loath 
some and decaying matter, thereby render 
Ing tho air sweeter and purer and more 
healthful.—Kxnhango.

Putnty, England, March 31.—The fif- 


ty-seventh aiuiu&i boat race bt-iwewi 
crews rtpreseutJug the universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge was rowed over 
toe usual course, from Putney to Mori- 
lake, aud was Won by Cambridge by 
about 20 l^nftLs. 
The Oxford 
cfi-w 


was greatly tlUire&$ed at the tiimU. 


The official tiuie or the race was 18m. 


47*. 


The race was favored by magnificent 


weather. The bright sunshine- attracted 
immense crowds, which from au early 
hour congregated along the course, on 
steamers, in boats, on the bridges and 
-on the buildings overlooking the scene. 
Every point of vantage was- crowded in 
spite ot the general belief that it would 
be a one sided contest. 


The Dark Blues, as challengers, were 


the first to take the water and wore loud- 
ly cheered- 
They were quickly followed 


by the favorites, Cambridge, whose re- 
ception was very enthusiastic. 


The tide was quite strong and con- 


siderable difficulty was experienced in 
getting the boats into position. 
Oxford 


won the toss and chose the Surrey sta- 
tion. 


Colonel Willan, who umpired Yale ami 


Cornell at Henley, acted in the saim- ca- 
pacity for Oxford and Cambridge. 
He 


effected a capital start. The Light Blw-s 
immediately showed to the front, rowing 
with rare power and in splendid form. 
At the Dakeshead they were a clear 
quarter of a length ahead. 


lu the first minute the Cantabs rowed a 


stroke of 41 and Oxford rowed 40 to the 
minute. Cambridge In Front. 


At Wnlden's, uboiir one mile from the 


start. Cambridge was two lengths ahead. 


Passing thetJrab Tree. Cambridge was 


14 seconds ahead, and off the Saccharine 
works'the Light Blues were leading by 
six lengths. 


At Hammersmith bridge, less than 


one mile aud three-quarters from the 
start, the lead ot" Cambridge hud been 
reduced to five lengths. 


But the Light Blues maintained thi.s 


lead. At the Lead mills they were row- 
ing 33 to Oxford's 34. 


At the Doves, about one mile and sev- 


en-eighths from the start,the lead of Cam- 
bridge had Seen reduced to four lengths. 
But at Cbjgwick church, about two 
miles and three-quarters from the start, 
the race had developed into nothing more 
than a procession.

Cambridge 
boat 
passed 


Thorneycroft's, ncuring the three mile 
post, the Light Blues led by 10 lengths, 


Oxford then began to show sijrus of 


distress, aud at the Devonshire mead- 
ows, over three miles from the start, 
11 lengths separated the two boats. 


At Barnes bridge, about three ami a 


half miles from the starting place, Cam- 
bridge was 40 lengths abend. 


Cambridge finished .very fast and pad- 


dled past the stakeboat at .VIortlake the 
easiest of winners. 


Oxford, however, came in for a full 


share ot the cheering. 
The Oxonians 


stuck gamely to their work, but tho stroke 
set them early in the contest proved a 
great deal too much for some of the men 
in their boat.
